A MUM dowsed herself in petrol 
before setting herself on fire, an 
inquest has been told. 

The court at Maidstone’s Archbishops Palace 
heard how Annmichelle Ferris, 46, of Temple 
Way, East Mailing, attempted to kill herself in 
a neighbour’s garden before being rushed to 
hospital where she later died. 

An open verdict was ruled by coroner Roger 
Sykes. He concluded that Mrs Ferris had died 
on Thursday, October 22, 2009, from multiple 
organ failure because of the bums to 50 per 
cent of her body. 

Formerly known as Susan Ferris, the moth¬ 
er of two had become depressed after splitting 
from her husband, Brian Ferris. 

The court heard how Mrs Ferris had lost 
weight and stopped looking after herself and 
her two sons, who were then taken into care. 

Mrs Ferris was given anti-depressant pills 
but it was her friend and neighbour Rosalind 
Watts who had been helping her combat 
the depression. 

In a statement from Rosalind, it said how 
she used to make Mrs Ferris and her sons 
breakfast in the mornings and even went 
shopping for her. 

On the morning of Wednesday, October 7, 
2009, Rosalind and her family were sitting in 
their front room when Mrs Ferris entered the 
garden through the back gate as she usually 
did most days. 

But the statement read: “I could see that the 
bottom left part of her jacket was alight. 

“She was panicking and I was trying to help

A BRAVE Gurkha has 
been killed by insurgents 
in Afghanistan while try¬ 
ing to build a protective 
barrier for other soldiers in 
Helmand Province. 

Sapper Ishwor Gurung, from the 
69 Gurkha Field Squadron, died 
when his unit came under attack 
during construction of a new barri¬ 
cade to increase protection to the 
Shahzad Operating Base. 

Members of his troop tried to save 
the 22-year-old, but the Ministry of 
Defence confirmed that Sapper 
Gurung had been killed in action. 

Ishwor was attached to the 36 
Engineer Regiment, who are based 
at the Invicta Barracks, Maidstone, 
and was on his first tour in 
Afghanistan. 

Caring 

This news comes only a month 
after Maidstone’s 36 engineer regi¬ 
ment lost Mark Smith in a friendly 
fire incident in Helmand Province. 

Sapper Ishwor Gurung family 
said: “Our family is devastated with 
the news of Ishwor’s death in 
Afghanistan. Ishwor was 14 years old 
when his father died and he fully 
supported the family as a young man. 
He was a very caring and bright boy. 

“He followed in his father’s foot¬ 
steps, his father was a soldier in the 
Indian Army. He loved the Army 
and was very proud to be a Gurkha. 

“I am proud that my son served in 
the British Army and that he died 
doing a job that he loved.” 

The sapper leaves his mother 
Sunkumari, brother Ramprasad 
and sister Richa. 

Ishwor was born in Nepal in 
October 1988. He then went on to

pass selection for the Brigade of 
Gurkhas and completed infantry 
training in Catterick, North 
Yorkshire in 2007. 

The keen boxer completed his 
Combat Engineer training at the 
Royal School of Military 
Engineering before being posted to 
69 Gurkha Field Squadron, part of 
36 Engineer Regiment in Maidstone 
where he also trained as a bricklay¬ 
er and concreter. 

Major Ian Moore, Royal 
Engineers, Officer Commanding 69 
Gurkha Field Squadron added: 
“Sapper Ishwor Gurung was an out¬ 
standing young soldier. He was the 
archetypal Gurkha; always well 
turned out, unbelievably polite and 
modest to the core. 

“That said, he was never afraid to 
ask questions and he readily 
engaged me when he felt the need. 

“My last meeting with him was a 
typical example of this as we sat late 
into the evening talking about his 
plans for post-tour leave in Nepal 
and what the squadron would do on 
its return to the UK.”

A TEXT thug has been slapped with 
a restraining order after pleading 
guilty to harassing a teenage girl. 

Danielle Smith, 18, of Square Hill 
Road, Maidstone, sent a number of 
threatening mobile phone messages 
to her 17-year-old victim between 
Saturday, May 15 and Saturday, June 
26 this year. 

She also sent messages to friends 
and associates on an online social 
media network, knowing that the 
information would be passed on. 

The bully was sentenced at Mid 
Kent Magistrates Court on Monday, 
August 2. 

She was sentenced to a £50 deduc¬ 
tion in benefits and given a communi¬ 
ty order of 12 hours at an Attendance 
Centre. She was also given a one-year 
restraining order and ordered to pay 
£50 costs. 


Change gives birth to new type of care 


AHEAD of major changes to the way 
maternity services are provided for 
mothers-to-be in Maidstone, a top doc¬ 
tor has explained why they are vital. 

The Health Secretary Andrew 
Lansley has approved the highly 
controversial proposals to centralise 
consultant-led women’s and chil¬ 
dren’s services at the new private 
finance initiative hospital (PFI) at 
Pembury, near Tunbridge Wells, 
when it opens in July next year. 

As a result Maidstone Hospital 
would have a midwife-led birthing 
unit, which would be the first in west 
Kent. 

The NHS in west Kent must now 
address the concerns raised by Kent 
County Council’s health overview 
and scrutiny committee and health 
campaigners in the county town over 
the switch. 

Objectors in Maidstone feel their

hospital is being downgraded, but 
health bosses have argued that con¬ 
tinuing to provide full services from 
both sites is not sustainable. 

Dr Wilson Bolsover, clinical direc¬ 
tor for women’s and children’s servic¬ 
es at Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust, said: “As a clinician 
myself and Gillian Duffy, who is head 


of midwifery, we are absolutely sure 
this is safe. But it is also safer and 
better than trying to carry on with 
what we are doing at present. 

££ We absolutely recognise it is less 
convenient for people who live in the 
Maidstone locality, but we are 
minimising that by making sure clin¬ 
ic appointments and scans are still 
going on in the Maidstone area. 

“The only difference is that for the 
actual birth they would need to come 
to Pembury or if there were serious 
complications with the pregnancy 
they should be an inpatient at 
Pembury. 

'Antenatal scans, midwifery visits 
will all be carrying on close to home 
exactly as at present.” 

Campaigners believe that 
Maidstone is being overlooked in 
favour of the new state-of-the-art 
hospital at Pembury.

facing sack for cut lip 


Rugby ruse was caught on TV 


A DOCTOR from Maidstone could 
face the sack if she is found guilty 
of cutting a professional sports¬ 
man’s lip to help him fake injury. 

Dr Wendy Chapman was acting as the 
Harlequins rugby club’s match-day specialist 
when player Tom Williams burst a fake blood 
capsule in his mouth in order to be substitut¬ 
ed for a specialist goal kicker. 

It is alleged that Dr Chapman then cut 
the winger’s lip to make his injury appear 
genuine after the match in April 2009. 

The accident and emergency consultant at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
will go before the General Medical Council 
(GMC) on Monday, August 23. 

Investigating 

A statement from the GMC has said: “It is 
alleged that Dr Chapman, whilst working as 
match-day doctor at the rugby union Heineken 
Cup match, examined Tom Williams and 
made statements to deceive others that he 
had sustained an injury on the field of play. 

“It is further alleged that Dr Chapman 
deliberately cut Tom William’s lip with a 
scalpel and caused the injury to deceive 
others that an injury had been sustained on 
the field of play.” 

Television cameras spotted Mr Williams 
winking to the team bench and at a subse- 
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quent European Rugby Cup hearing investi¬ 
gating the incident, Williams said he asked 
Dr Chapman to cut his mouth. 

In the following September last year, 
the GMC gave Dr Chapman an interim sus¬ 
pension. 

The GMC statement added: “Additionally, 
it is alleged that in July 2009, in giving 
evidence to a disciplinary committee of the 
European Rugby Cup, Dr Chapman did not 
inform the committee that she had caused 
the injury to Tom William's lip. 

“It is alleged that Dr Chapman’s conduct 
was likely to bring the profession into disre¬ 
pute and was dishonest.” 

The ‘Bloodgate’ incident occurred during a 
Heineken Cup quarter-final match that 
Harlequins went on to lose. 

The blood capsule allowed the London club 
to bring on a specialist kicker to try and win 
them the game when they were trailing 6-5. 

Harlequins were fined £290,000 with the 
clubs’ director of rugby former England star 
Dean Richards being banned from the game 
for three years and Williams banned for four 
months. 

The Maidstone and Tunbridge Well’s 
Hospital Trust has so far declined to com¬ 
ment on the issue.

Council delighted 
by CCTV's success 

THE CCTV systems in Maidstone have 
been hailed a success after more than 
180 incidents were captured and 
resolved last month. 

Many pieces of footage led to positive 
police action while others just helped to 
serve people around the town during July. 

Incidents included the council’s CCTV 
control room helping to locate a 10-year- 
old boy who had gone missing in the 
town centre. 

The youngster went missing in 
Fremlin Walk, but within five minutes of 
the being told, the CCTV team were able 
to locate him. 

Community Services chief, councillor 
John Wilson, said: “What a fantastic 
figure. This is a great example of part¬ 
nership working to combat crime and 
also aid in situations where CCTV acts 
as the eyes for the town.” 

Broadcast 

The Maidsafe Radio Scheme is also in 
place so town officials can share infor¬ 
mation, including photographs of known 
and suspected criminals across Kent 
helping to make the borough a safer 
place. 

The CCTV control room also helped 
with another case of a missing 20-year- 
old woman who had been lost in 
Maidstone all day. 

There were fears for her safety, but 
again with the Maidsafe broadcast and 
the cameras looking out for the woman, 
she was found. 

Five mobile CCTV cameras were in 
operation during the Maidstone River 
Festival which covered 95 per cent of the 
event for Maidstone council. 

Cllr Wilson, said: “This is the first time 
that additional mobile cameras have 
been used to monitor the River Festival 
to ensure that the event remains safe 
and enjoyable. 

“It is now something we can use more 
of in the future.”

to take her clothes off.” 

Rosalind was able to put the fire 
out and then rushed Mrs Ferris up 
to the bathroom and put cold water 
on her. 

When the emergency services 
arrived at the house in Hardie 
Close, Mrs Ferris was wrapped in a 
blanket. She was quoted as saying 
she ‘did not want to die and did not 
know why she had done it’. 

Mrs Ferris was taken to 
Maidstone Hospital before being 
transferred to the intensive care 
unit at Queen Victoria Hospital in 
East Grinstead. 

Nurse Gillian Ratoff said that 
when Mrs Ferris first arrived at 
the hospital she was able to 
breathe on her own and even quot¬ 
ed her as saying: “I am so sorry to 
cause all this trouble.” 

Despite surgeons working on 
skin grafts for her, Mrs Ferris’ con¬ 
dition deteriorated and she could 
no longer stay alive without 
machine support. 

She died soon after. 

Coroner Roger Sykes added: 
“There is no positive evidence that 
can conclude she did want to com¬ 
mit suicide. But this is also the case 
in proving that she did not want to. 

“In these circumstances the 
conclusion I have come to is an 
open verdict.” 


A CARELESS driver who dropped 
his cigarette and swerved into 
oncoming traffic has been handed a 
sentence of 100 hours community 
service after the collision killed a 
mother-of-three. 

Daniel Wellard, of Augustine Road 
in Sheemess, was travelling to work 
on the A26 in Wateringbury on 
October 22, last year, when he lost 
concentration and smashed head-on 
into the car of 48-year-old Deborah 
Lawson from Gravesend. 

Mrs Lawson died at the scene. 

Wellard was found guilty of caus¬ 
ing death by careless driving for 
which he was handed a one-year 
driving ban and 100 hours of com¬ 
munity service at Maidstone 
Magistrates on Friday, August 13. 

In court a letter of apology was 
read by the defence solicitor to the 
family of Deborah Lawson from 
Wellard, who acknowledged his care¬ 
less actions had resulted in the 
death of an innocent woman. 

PC Warren Jarvis, who acted as 
the family liaison, says that cases 
like these are all too common. 
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He said: “In this case, the result 
was the death of an innocent woman. 

“Two family’s lives have been 
devastated by this collision - Mrs 
Lawson’s and also the defendant, Mr 
Wellard, who now has to live with 
the consequences of his actions. 

“I would ask others to bear this 
case in mind while driving and to 
remain vigilant while on the road, as 
not doing so could mean your life or 
someone else’s.” 

Wellard had previously pleaded 
guilty to the charges at a hearing on 
July 2. 

PC Jarvis added: “It just takes a 
momentary lapse of concentration 
while driving and the consequences 
can be severe.” 

Wellard was employed as a nurse 
at the Kent and Sussex hospital. He 
was driving to the hospital when the 
crash happened. 

Mrs Lawson leaves behind her 
three children, Matthew, 28, twins 
Elizabeth and Theresa, 23.

Museum wings 
artefacts into 
the modern era 


WITH less than a year to comple¬ 
tion, the new £3.7 million East 
Wing of Maidstone Museum is 
starting to take shape. 

The renovation of the old buildings and the 
construction of the new gallery will be handed 
over by builders in April, with the final touch¬ 
es to be completed before the summer time. 

The museum and heritage manager Simon 
Lace is delighted with the progress and is 
sure that the new layout will take the muse¬ 
um to the next level. 

He said: “This will provide us with the facil¬ 
ities and the space to show off all the collec¬ 
tions the museum has to offer. 

“We will have the ability to attract new 
exhibits from national museums with more 
security. We can really get into the museum 
top league. ‘We have so many artefacts in 
storage that are unable to go on display and 
now we will be able to show them. 

“For example we have a nine metre long 
war canoe from 1863, which was given to the 
museum and it has never been displayed 
because we have not had the room to put it 
anywhere.” 

The museum has more than 600,000 arte¬ 
facts and the new three story building will 
house many of these that are currently hid¬ 
den in storage. 

Simon Lace said: “It is like having a larder 
full of fantastic food and always using the 
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beans. The new building and storage systems 
we are updating will mean we can get right 
to the back and bring out all the exotic herbs 
and spices.” 

The L-shape East Wing will connect to the 
two older buildings and will create a Tudor 
court yard in between. The new complex will 
also feature a classroom for school children, 
of which they had 9,000 visit last year. 

“It will also feature new essential facilities 
like wheelchair access toilets and lifts to 
different levels of the museum. 

Mr Lace said: “Only five years ago we were 
getting 38,000 people coming through the 
doors, which was poor. Now we are getting 
70,000, but after the new wing is built I want 
to reach over 100,000 visitors a year.” 

A new open plan reception is also to be 
built making it easy for larger groups to 
gather and there will be a community space 
available for different groups to hire out. 

The National Lottery stumped up £2m of 
the total cost of the upgrade and Mr Lace is 
delighted to have got the money before lot¬ 
tery grants start to be dominated more by 
the upcoming London Olympics. 

Simon added: ‘We have dragged this muse¬ 
um kicking and screaming into the 20th centu¬ 
ry and now we are going to walk it into the 21st 
century. That is exactly where it should be.”

Scorned lesbian carries out text blitz

Distraught Tammy Rye, 20, from 
Catford, kept sending Maidstone based 
Sheyrl O’Neill calls and hung around out¬ 
side her home in Vale Road, Parkwood. 

On May 18 she jumped onto the bonnet 
of her car smashing the windscreen in the 
process. 

She admitted causing distress by her 
constant texting. 

Miss O’Neill called police in the middle 
of the texting blitz. 

One said: “I’m outside your place - I’m 
naked babe I need to talk to you.” 

As she called Miss O’Neill answered the 


phone and played the loudspeaker so offi¬ 
cers could hear. 

Jenny Yale, prosecuting, said 100 of the 
texts were love messages but others were 
abusive and threatening. 

Patrick Bligh, defending, said in hind¬ 
sight Rye was being used so the mother of 
one could dump her ex-male partner. 

He said: “According to my client Sheyrl 
made all the running because she wanted 
to end her relationship with her boyfriend. 
The defendant feels used by Sheyrl. She 
felt she was in love with her and was very 
upset when it broke up. She now wishes 
no contact with her at all.” 

Rye was given a conditional discharge for 
six months and ordered to pay £85 costs.

Welfare system overhaul 

MORE than 2,000 Maidstone residents 
claimed Jobseekers’ Allowance last month. 

The latest Department for Work & 
Pensions figures show there were a total of 
2,181 claimants in the Medway towns. 

This compares to 6,434 in Medway, 3,915 in 
Thanet, 2,181 and 1,734 in Ashford. 

Unemployment fell nationwide, however 
there are still nearly five million residents 
claiming out of work benefits. 

Employment Minister, Chris Grayling said: 
“The fact that there are still five million people 
on out of work benefits underlines the scale of 
Britain’s welfare challenge and shows we are 
right to radically overhaul our welfare system. 

“From early next year we will start full scale 
re-testing of incapacity benefit claimants and 
our Work Programme will come into force to 
ensure that long term unemployed people and 
others who need it have tailored support to 
move them into sustained work.” 


TV fee dodgers caught 

MORE than 370 TV licence fee dodgers were 
caught in Maidstone in the first six months 
of this year. The residents were among 
209,000 fellow non-fee payers across the UK 
to be identified by TV Licensing. 

A spokesman for the licensing body said: 
“The vast majority of people in Maidstone 
pay their licence fee, and to be fair to those 
who pay, we have to be firm with those who 
attempt to get away without paying.” 

A colour TV Licence currently costs 
£145.50. Anyone watching TV illegally risks 
prosecution and a fine of up to £1,000.

TWO men have been charged with drug 
offences following a police raid on a sus¬ 
pected crack den earlier this year.

Police have also cautioned a 22-year- 
old man for cultivation of cannabis after 
they stopped a vehicle in Gatland Lane 
in Maidstone on Friday, August 6, seiz¬ 
ing a quantity of herbal cannabis. 

A search of the man’s house in 
Barming revealed six cannabis plants 
were being grown there.

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Speeding Jag took 
the wrong Turner 

A MOTORIST has been fined £350 and 
given six penalty points for claiming 
someone else was driving his car when it 
was caught speeding. 

Mark Ainley, 48, from Culverstone, 
pleaded guilty to failing to give the iden¬ 
tity of the driver of his car when he 
appeared before Maidstone magistrates. 

The court heard a Jaguar S-type was 
caught by a mobile camera van travel¬ 
ling at 40mph in a 30mph limit in 
Borough Green Road, Wrotham, during 
the evening of November 30, 2009. 

Ainley, as the registered owner of the 
vehicle, was sent official documents by 
Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership asking for the identity of the 
driver at the time. 

Returned 

He nominated a Mr Turner at an 
address in Eastbourne, but papers sent 
to the property were returned as “not 
known at this address”. 

Officers visited the address and spoke 
to tenants, who said they had never 
heard of Mr Turner. The letting agents 
confirmed that Mr Turner had never 
lived at the address. 

Ainley was interviewed under caution 
by the police, but could not give any more 
information about Mr Turner, even 
though he claimed he was a client and 
borrowed the car with his permission. 

Magistrates fined Ainley £350 and 
ordered him to pay £50 costs. They also 
gave him six penalty points. 

A police spokesman said: “Ainley was 
given ample opportunity and plenty of 
time to explain further about Mr Turner, 
but he either chose not to or could not, 
because Mr Turner did not exist.” 


Road sensors and cameras 
aim to ease M20 snarl-ups

VARIABLE speed limits will be 
enforced by cameras on a six-mile 
stretch of the M20 following a pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

The controlled motorway system will be 
installed between Junctions 4 (West Mailing) 
and 7 (Maidstone) and will allow the Highways 
Agency to manage traffic flows by slowing vehi¬ 
cles down or closing lanes after an accident. 

Underground sensors will be used to detect 
the volume of traffic, the speed it is travelling 
and how it is flowing. 

But the multi-million-pound system, due to 
be introduced this month, has come under fire 
from the Association of British Drivers. 

When the plans were introduced earlier this 
year, Kent branch secretary Brian McDowell 
said: “We strongly object to the idea of sensors 
under the road deciding how fast vehicles 
should be able to travel, which is akin to boys 
playing with train sets. 

“To think that on a road system you can have 
automatic controls similar to what you have on 
railways is absolutely fallacious.” 

He added that the differing speed limits and 
cameras will make motorists more nervous 
about being caught when they should be con¬ 
centrating on the road in front of them. 

But officials from the Highways Agency say 
the changes will tackle congestion and make 


journeys safer and more reliable. Regional per¬ 
formance manager Barry Westwood said it will 
bring great benefits to drivers on the busy sec¬ 
tion of the M20. 

“The system is already being used successful¬ 
ly on the M25 between Junctions 10 and 16, 
and on the M42 between Junctions 3A to 7,” he 
said. “On the M25, where the system has been 
in place since 1995, it has helped make the 
motorway safer by reducing the frequency of 
collisions by ten per cent and by encouraging 
drivers to keep within the limits to provide 
smoother, more reliable journeys. A reduction 
in emissions of between two and eight per cent 
has also been recorded on the M25.” 

Advisory variable speed limits have been in 


operation on the M20 since July, 2007, with 
suggested speeds flashed to motorists when the 
road is busy via matrix boards linked to under¬ 
ground road sensors, but there is currently no 
legal requirement to obey them. 

But after a 12-week public consultation earli¬ 
er this year by the Highways Agency, it was 
found that the majority of people were in favour 
of the new scheme. 

It came after reports that motorists caught 
speeding in Kent and Medway last year paid a 
total of more than £2 million in fines. However, 
there has been a 63 per cent reduction in the 
number of people killed or seriously injured 
since speed cameras were introduced on the 
county’s roads.

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Wildlife photographer's 
got his subjects 'cficked'

STUNNING pictures showing 
touching moments between wild 
animals and their offspring have 
been brought together for a new 
children’s book. 

The heart-melting photos were captured by 
renowned photographer Steve Bloom, from 
Wye, near Ashford. 

The 57-year-old, originally from South 
Africa, travelled to each of the world’s conti¬ 
nents to capture images of animals in their 
natural habitat. 

His book, My Favourite Animal Families, 
with text from children’s author David Henry 
Wilson, showcases about 70 of the best and 
most intimate pictures. 

“It’s a culmination of about 14 years’ work,” 
said Mr Bloom. 

“The book is aimed at children, but I think it 
will appeal to all ages. I want it to take people 
into another world. I hope children reading my 
book will come to identify with the animals 
and realise they have their own separate ways 
of living, but are still connected to us. 

“For example, the young animals have 
needs, just like babies and children do. Some of 
the pictures really show the maternal care.” 

Fourteen wild species feature in the book, 
including elephants, orangutans and pandas. 

Specialises 

Each animal family is presented over four 
pages, showing different aspects of their daily 
life such as feeding, playing and hunting. 

A baby elephant sheltering from the rain 
under its mother and a young chimpanzee 
clinging to its mother’s back are just two of a 
selection of intimate pictures showing the 
relationships between the wild animals and 
their young. 

Mr Bloom said: “Taking these kinds of pic¬ 
tures can be a long process. I worked closely 
with guides and spoke to local people about 
how to get close to the animals. 

“Take a grizzly bear, for example. You don’t 
want to creep up on it quietly because bears 
don’t like that - you have to make yourself 
heard - whereas when photographing some¬ 
thing like a zebra you mustn’t make a lot of 
noise. The last thing I want to do is cause 
stress to the animals. 

“There is a lot of patience involved in this kind 
of work. I’ve waited for weeks before, waiting 
to get the picture. But it’s definitely worth it. I 
waited for polar bears in temperatures 50 below 
freezing and decided to stay on longer. After 15 
days, a mother came out with her cubs.” 

Mr Bloom, who specialises mainly in wildlife 
photography, has covered other subjects rang¬ 
ing from isolated tribes in Africa to urban peo¬ 
ple in Nairobi. 

His other publications include Living Africa, 
Spirit of the Wild; and Elephants: A Book for 
Children. 

He said: “I try to shoot from the heart. I go 


for eye contact. A lot of it is a subconscious 
thing and this translates into the work. You 
can have two photographers taking the same 
picture and they look different. 

“No one really knows why, but the way you 
feel translates into a picture.” 

Mr Bloom added: “I’ve received emails and 
messages from people who have seen my pic¬ 


tures and who say they have inspired them to 
work in conservation or to take up wildlife 
photography. It’s a real pleasure to get such 
feedback.”

Government recognises animal park's conservation effort 


KENT has one of the best wildlife 
parks in the country, according to 
a new Government report. 

The study commissioned by the 
Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs (Defra) 
praised the work done by the staff 
and management at Wildwood, 
near Heme Bay, which has been 
held up as a shining example. 


It took into account Wildwood’s 
contribution to conservation and 
education and also used the ani¬ 
mal park as a case study for its 
outstanding contribution to 
native wildlife conservation. 

Wildwood Trust chief executive 
Peter Smith said: “It is wonderful 
for Wildwood to be recognised in 
such a report. Wildwood’s volun¬ 


teers, members and staff are mak¬ 
ing a huge contribution to help 
our most endangered creatures. 

“The report highlights in partic¬ 
ular the excellent efforts of our 
conservation team, led by senior 
conservation officer Hazel Ryan, in 
rescuing and reintroducing water 
voles - Britain’s most endangered 
animal. Since we became a charity 


eight years ago we have put in a 
huge amount of effort, making 
Wildwood the most successful 
wildlife education centre in Kent. 

“We employ an outstanding 
team and have developed award¬ 
winning wildlife education pro¬ 
grammes that stimulate fun and 
learning for children across the 
county.” 



REACTING: Dungeness meets Government criteria 

Dungenessbackin 
running as site for 
nuclear power plant 

A NEW nuclear power station at 
Dungeness could yet be built after the 
Government gave its strongest signal 
yet about its preferred list of sites, writes 
James Alexandre. 

Energy Secretary Chris Huhne said 
the first of a new generation of reactors 
should be up and running by 2018, 
and those areas where there are already 
stations and popular local support are 
being considered for development. 

Mr Huhne told the BBC: “There are a 
number of sites that have been identified 
around the country and those are gener¬ 
ally on sites where we have previously 
had, for example, nuclear power stations 
and where local people are very keen 
that there should be new nuclear build. 

‘We have eight years before the first 
one will come onto the grid. 

We have to get through all the prior 
arrangements - national planning state¬ 
ments, making sure investors have their 
applications formally in and approved - 
and then building can commence.” 

He said private investors were ready 
to press ahead due to rising gas and oil 
prices and MPs would be prepared to 
vote in favour of new stations if there 
was no public subsidy involved. 

In November, last year, former energy 
secretary Ed Miliband announced in the 
Commons that Dungeness would be one 
of only 11 sites not to be shortlisted for 
new nuclear stations. 

This was based on advice from conser¬ 
vation body Natural England, which 
warned of the adverse effect on the 
area’s unique ecosystem. 

Consultation 

Shepway MP Damian Collins wel¬ 
comed the latest announcement and 
said Dungeness met the criteria laid 
down by Mr Huhne. 

“It would certainly seem to fit the bill in 
that there are already nuclear power 
stations on site, there is considerable 
local support for a new power station and 
it is a site the energy companies believe 
can be developed by 2018,” he said. 

“Given the need for new and reliable 
sources of low-carbon energy in the next 
decade, I would hope the Government, in 
reviewing the consultation on nuclear 
sites, would include Dungeness. 

“A new station would be a tremendous 
boost to the local economy.” 

County councillors and business lead¬ 
ers met in Folkestone on the eve of 
the general election to hear about the 
benefits a third reactor could bring. 

Station director Graham Finn told 
them the B reactor pumps £30 million 
into the local economy and said its 570- 
strong workforce, plus 200 others who are 
indirectly employed, could lose their jobs 
if a new reactor was not commissioned. 

Dungeness B is due to run until 2018, 
with the majority of the ageing nuclear 
infrastructure due to go offline by 2023.

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Failing the victims 
of sexual assault 

RAPE victims being examined just hours after an 
attack are being subjected to “sub-standard” condi¬ 
tions, according to a forensic medical examiner. 


In many cases, women are 
examined in old-style police 
houses by male doctors who 
have little or no experience in 
gynaecology. 

Dr Lucy Love, associate spe¬ 
cialist in sexual health and a 
forensic medical examiner for 
Kent Police, said facilities in 
Kent are “sadly lacking”. 

“There is one Sexual Assault 
Referral Centre [SARC] in Kent 
at Dartford, although it’s more 
like a service,” she said. “It does¬ 
n’t have some of the elements 
required to make it a SARC. We 
failed an assessment 15 months 
ago showing we didn’t have all 
the essentials.” 

SARCs are clinics for the 
immediate aftermath of a sexual 
assault, providing medical care 
and forensic examination, coun¬ 
selling and sexual health servic¬ 
es. According to Dr Love, the 
Kent facility has no crisis work¬ 
ers to support victims when they 
come in for examinations, with 
only a PC present. And in more 
shocking cases, old-style police 
houses used for such procedures 
are found uncleaned and with¬ 
out crucial equipment. 

“There are no aftercare treat¬ 
ments such as the morning-after 
pill or antibiotics in the police 
houses,” said Dr Love. 

“Luckily, some GPs doing an 
examination will have the morn¬ 
ing-after pill and other equip¬ 
ment with them, but there is no 
support literature for victims. 

“I’ve been to some police hous¬ 
es which look like they haven’t 
even been cleaned - it’s shocking 
and needs to be addressed.” 

In west Kent there are six doc- 
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tors on call to carry out exami¬ 
nations - four men and two 
women - with similar staffing 
for east Kent. Dr Love is calling 
on the Government to prioritise 
the need for an adequate service. 

The Department of Health 
and the Home Office are aiming 
to have a SARC in every police 
area by 2011. 

Dr Love said: “Because we 
have a service we may be over¬ 
looked, but the clinic here needs 
to be improved - it’s sub-stan¬ 
dard.” 

SARCS are part funded by the 
police but the Government is 
looking to transfer the budget 
and commissioning responsibili¬ 
ty to the NHS. Primary care 
trusts are expected to work with 
local partners to ensure proper¬ 
ly-resourced SARCs are in place. 

A Department of Health offi¬ 
cial said: ‘We support all actions 
that improve the NHS response 
to violence against women and 
children. Further funding is 
being invested this year to sup¬ 
port SARCs in developing care 
to meet minimum service stan¬ 
dards.” 

A spokeswoman from Kent 
Police said there were four 
female police doctors working 
for the force and that the spe¬ 
cialist clinic at Darent Valley 
Hospital offers much-needed 
support to victims. 

She said the force was looking 
to deliver similar services in east 
Kent, where at the moment 
there are just specialist victim 
suites. 


Rare pair back in county 


GOOD news for lovers of all 
things creepy-crawly - there are 
now two ultra-rare species back 
on Kent’s map. 

The Maid of Kent beetle was 
so scarce that experts believed it 
had become extinct in the coun¬ 
try, while the rare spoonworm 
has been sighted again on the 
seabed off Hythe. 

The beetle was found during a 
recent survey at the RSPB 
Elmley Marshes nature reserve, 
hiding beneath fresh cow pats. 

Warden Gordon Allison said: 
“The site is a prime example of 
coastal grazing marsh. The pres¬ 
ence of the Maid of Kent beetle 
at Elmley shows the benefits of 
good land management and how 
important it is for the protection 
of rare species found nowhere 
else. As well as being a great rar¬ 
ity in UK terms, it’s a pretty 
smart looking insect. Most peo¬ 
ple would imagine beetles to be 
dull things, but the Maid of Kent 
is like a cross between a bumble¬ 
bee and a beetle. 

“It can land in fresh cow pats, 
burrow through them and 
emerge clean as a whistle on the 
other side.” 

The Maid of Kent was put on 
the endangered list almost a 
quarter of a century ago because

it hadn’t been seen in the UK 
since 1966, and not in Kent since 
the 1950s. Meanwhile, 
Environment Agency divers 
have found spoonworms off 
Hythe, hundreds of miles from 
their usual habitat in the 
Scottish lochs. 

The survey was sponsored by 
the Kent and Medway Biological 
Records Centre, with the worms 
found living in St Mary’s Bay. 

Records show spoonworms 
were last found in the area 
about 25 years ago and after 
their rediscovery the site could 
now be put forward for special 
protection. Tom Reid, technical 
specialist for the EA, said: 
“Spoonworms in the Channel 
shows there is a new habitat 
type that has never been 
described before. The area can 
now be considered for protec¬ 
tion.” 


BRITAIN’S first wind turbine to be 
built on land owned by the Ministry of 
Defence (MoD) has gone up in Kent. 

Energy firm E.ON chose the Duke of 
York’s Royal Military School in Dover 
for the project, which will help the MoD 
meet its environmental and energy 
targets. The school, which educates 
the children of serving military per¬ 
sonnel, is a member of the Eco Schools

programme. Michael Woodhead of 
E.ON said: “As well as the financial 
benefits, the turbine will be used in 


lessons, helping students and staff 
learn about carbon reduction and 
renewable energy. We all need to do 
our bit to tackle climate change.” 

The turbine has three blades and 
stands 15 metres high. 

It is connected through the estates 
office, where real-time data is collect¬ 
ed and can be accessed via the school’s 
intranet.

BJ Tritton wonders if his generation can ever be forgiven for such a toxic financial legacy 



“A YOUNG man who isn’t a socialist 
hasn’t got a heart. An old man who is a 
socialist hasn’t got a head.” 

So said David Lloyd George. And now we ageing baby 
boomers are getting the blame for leaving the younger 
generation to pay for our supposed profligacy. 

I cannot help but feel this is a distortion. All my life I 
have defended the welfare state, supported the NHS, 
had doubts about the free market and felt concern 
about the economics of home ownership - to name but 
a few beliefs which could be labeled “socialist”. 

As a young man, I believed hunger, poverty and 
inequality could be eradicated. I was aware that for 
this to happen, especially on a worldwide basis, my own 
circumstances would be reduced. I was prepared for 
that, believing quality of life had little to do with the 
sybaritic standards developing in our society. 

I voted for these things, campaigned for these things, 
made my feelings known - often to disapprobation, if 
not ridicule, from my peers. Not all of them; there were 
many who felt the same way. But nothing happened. 
The inequalities and economic absurdities continued. 

My wife and I gave up good jobs and moved to rural 
Wales, eking out a living in tourism and agriculture, 
believing there was a possibility capitalism would col¬ 
lapse. Still nothing happened. Despite recession in the 
early 1970s, society recovered and began to rebuild the 
house of cards again. Then something happened to me. 

The heart began to lose its influence and the head 
took precedence. By now we had three sons. I realised 
it was not my place to inflict upon them a lower stan¬ 


dard of living, but to give them all the advantages I 
could. If they later chose to deny materialism, that had 
to be their decision, not mine. 

I went back to the rat race, played the property game, 
took financial risks. Am I partly to blame for the immi¬ 
nent collapse of the welfare state? For the debt we are 
foisting on the younger generation? Of course I am. 

Every individual has a responsibility for the society 
in which they live. But to blame a whole generation for 
taking advantage of a situation into which we were 
actively encouraged is absurd. We did it for our chil¬ 
dren. We are still doing it for our children. Baby 
boomers are acting as unpaid child minders, subsidis¬ 
ing middle-aged children with families, still supporting 
the generation we are accused of abandoning. 

Yes, I fear for the future. I grew up with a welfare 
state and the NHS. To see it withering away frightens 
me for the sake of coming generations. I am equally 
concerned that essential aspects of society are threat¬ 
ened while unnecessary and immoral elements such as 
Trident renewal seem to survive. 

As an individual - and there are many like me -1 am 
more than prepared, for the sake of the generations we 
are accused of abandoning to an insecure future, to pay 
more taxes to support a welfare state. 

Not, I think, an attitude of a greedy, inconsiderate, 
parasitic baby boomer. To take from those who can 
afford it is a better road than to cut services to those 
who need them. As to those coming generations to 
whom we are leaving such a poisoned legacy.; I admit 
to my part. Now take your part. Hopefully, you can 
make a better job of it than we did.

I hope this decision will send out 
a strong message to others who 
might be thinking about putting 
forward similar proposals, especial¬ 
ly those promoting land at Borough 
Green. This decision has made it 
even more difficult for rival 
schemes and has put environmen¬ 
tal issues at the heart of any future 
considerations. 

Finally, I would like to pay tribute 
to those residents of Bearsted who 
not only made their views known, 
but who took the trouble to attend 
every session of the inquiry. 

There is no doubt that the 
Inspector was impressed with this 
commitment. 

I would also like to pay tribute to 
the Stop KIG team and the Joint 
Parishes Group for all their efforts 
in fighting this application.

Quarry warning one 
that needs heeding 

With the school holidays in full 
flow, young people will be looking 
for excitement and places to hang 
out with their friends. 

I would like to appeal to parents 
in your area to ensure that their 
youngsters are not tempted to enter 
into local quarries uninvited. 

Over the past two years, six 
young people have died through 
falls or drowning at the sites of 
former mineral workings. 

While some hazards are obvious, 
others are less so. 

The water in quarries can, for 
example, be icy cold and deep with 
unexpected currents and obstacles 


hidden beneath the water. Quarry 
edges can be unstable. Caves 
dug into sand stockpiles can 
collapse on you. 

As part of our annual campaign, 
the Mineral Products Association 
has launched a Facebook page - 
Stay Safe... Stay Out of Quarries - 
which highlights not just what can 
happen if you venture into a quarry 
without permission, but also the 
huge impact the death of a young 
person in a quarry accident has on 
their friends and families. 

The video is about the deaths 
of Jay Harris and Ryan Walker, 
two teenagers who died in quarry 
accidents last year. 

We also have a YouTube video 
under the same title. 

They are resources we hope 
parents and other members of the 
community will use to help deliver 
our warning. 

So our message is please Stay 
Safe... Stay Out of quarries.

The long-term consequence of this 
is that organisations such as ours 
will fold and the work will just stop. 

Building up community cohesion 
and good relations doesn’t just hap¬ 
pen by accident, it involves building 
effective partnerships between the 
community and statutory sector 
and most importantly time, com¬ 
mitment and community buy in.

Nearly one in eight children living 
in the South East are growing up 
in a home where no one has a job. 

Alarmingly, this equates to 
176,000 youngsters who, according 
to a new report from The Prince’s 
Trust and Qa Research, are signifi¬ 
cantly more likely to struggle when 
it comes to finding work. 

For many growing up in workless 
families, it is 'normal’ not to have a 
job, not to go to work and earn a 
steady wage. 

Many lack confidence yet we 
know that they want to work. In 
the South East, eight in ten say 
that finding a good job is their main 
priority for the future. 

Qa Research has found that 
young people across the region are 
facing a cycle of worklessness and 
many can’t see a way out. 

It is an absolute tragedy to think 
that so many feel condemned to a 
life on benefits when they are capa¬ 
ble of so much more. 

More worryingly, they are likely 
to be driven further from the jobs 
market, as they struggle to compete 
with the post-recession backlog of 
unemployed graduates. 

It is organisations like The 
Prince’s Trust, working with local 
councils, businesses and individu¬ 
als, that are key to helping young 
people into jobs. Only by giving 
them skills, confidence and positive 
role models can we help them 
escape unemployment for good. 

If we fail to stop these disadvan¬ 
taged young people becoming 
disadvantaged adults, this cycle 
will continue to blight these 
families for generations to come.

Airbender fails to come out on top 
in battle for our hearts and minds

M NIGHT Shyamalan is an odd 
choice to direct a special effects- 
laden adventure based on the pop¬ 
ular Nickelodeon animated TV 
series, Avatar: The Last Airbender. 

After all, this is the filmmaker who allowed 
us all to see dead people in The Sixth Sense, 
created a modern day superhero in 
Unbreakable and allowed an enraged Mother 
Nature to slaughter most of mankind in The 
Happening. 

The Last Airbender is a very different beast: 
a big budget journey of discovery, punctuated 
by sprawling battle sequences on a similarly 
grand scale to The Lord Of The Rings trilogy, 
that relies heavily on spectacle rather than 
substance or Shyamalan’s famed narrative 
twists. 

The writer-director juggles the myriad tech¬ 
nical elements, but he is occasionally let down 
by unconvincing digital effects that look more 
like a cartoon than live action. 

Moreover, some of the performances are 
more wooden than the gargantuan sets, creat¬ 
ing repeated moments of unintentional hilari¬ 
ty that cuts through the dramatic tension. 

The worst offender is a seemingly innocuous 
line from a village elder about her young 
charge being “the last bender” for miles. 

Orphaned siblings Sokka (Jackson 
Rathbone) and Katara (Nicola Peltz) discover 
a young boy called Aang (Noah Ringer) frozen 
in the ice near their village. 

The tyke is covered in strange tattoos and 
the siblings surmise that Aang must be the 
Avatar, destined to manipulate the four ele¬ 
ments (air, water, earth, fire). 

No sooner have the children arrived back at 
their village than outcast Prince Zuko (Dev 
Patel) from the Fire Nation and his soldiers 
capture Aang and hold him hostage aboard 
their ship. Thankfully, the prisoner escapes 
and begins the journey back to his temple, 
accompanied by Sokka and Katara. 


Meanwhile, Zuko’s father Fire Lord Ozai 
(Cliff Curtis) entreats trusted Commander 
Zhao (Aasif Mandvi) to find Aang, and prevent 
the boy from achieving his destiny. 

The Last Airbender screens in 3D in select¬ 
ed cinemas, but the increasingly popular for¬ 
mat was an afterthought, so don’t bother pay¬ 
ing the additional ticket prices for the honour 
of wearing uncomfortable plastic spectacles. 

A caption card at the beginning reads Book 


One: Water and it quickly becomes clear that 
this is the first film in a potential series. 

It’s hard to imagine subsequent chapters 
ever making it to the big screen. 

Ringer is a likeable hero, struggling to com¬ 
prehend his pre-ordained path, and Patel 
wrings as much pathos as possible from his 
underwritten role as the exiled prodigal son. 

Watery special effects aren’t convincing, and 
a pivotal scene in which one character sacri¬ 


fices their life for the good of mankind fails to 
bring a tear to the eye. 

“[Aang] will begin to win hearts because it’s 
in hearts that all wars are won,” says one sage. 

Regrettably, in the battle for our hearts and 
minds, Shyamalan comes up short.

Q YOUR TV REVIEW AMISH: WORLD'S SQUAREST TEENAGERS: Channel 4,8pm, Sunday 


WHEN a television programme puts 
God-fearing Amish teenagers with 
their British counterparts to experi¬ 
ence the extremes of our society, we 
know we can expect tantrums, shout¬ 
ing and denunciations. 

But watching Amish: World’s 
Squarest Teenagers’ that is precisely 
not what we get. 

Channel 4’s latest reality television 
offering went for the usual inflamma- 
toiy mix of people who really should 
never meet. 

In this case, the cast was barn-rais¬ 
ing, electricity-shunning Christians 
and a parade of Britain’s finest ghet¬ 
to kids, festival-goers and toffs. 

The programme was interspersed 
with bible-readings from an Amish 
elder, showing the Good Book disap¬ 
proving of the English teenagers’ 
wild and wicked ways. 

But instead of Wife Swap-style

recriminations, there was something 
absolutely wonderful about watching 
these quiet, calm, thoughtful young¬ 
sters learning about how we live. 

Instead of telling eveiyone they are 
damned to a fieiy afterlife, the five 
Amish youngsters, who had never 
drunk, smoked, heard rock music or 
encountered crime before, learned 
incredibly touching lessons from 
their British counterparts. 

When welcomed on to a London 
estate by a family and shown stab¬ 
bing sites and urban dancing, the 
three boys and two girls wonder at 
the warmth they are shown. They 
even accept provocative dancing may 
actually be a good thing if it keeps 
teenagers off the streets. 

During the weekly show we got to 


see the amazement on the teenagers’ 
faces when they saw the sea for the 
first time, share one of the girls’ joy 
when she danced for the first time, 
and watch when the Christians 
joined a choir to pay tribute to a 14- 
year-old who has been stabbed. 

The Americans also relaxed their 
strict rules to paint, go shopping and 
play the guitar. 

And the English vagabonds 
learned lessons too. The inner-city 
kids were trashed at rounders by the 
active Americans, and the festival- 
loving girls were provoked into deep 
thought about the way they dress. 

The episodes were not without ten¬ 
sions, troubles and tears, but the 
individuals gave a refreshing break 
from the usual shouting matches. 

This series was the true social 
experiment the reality TV genre had 
been lacking for years.

AS my 13-year-old son and 
I paddled our canoe from 
the narrow waterway 
which had us ducking vege¬ 
tation like something from 
a King Kong film (his 
description), we suddenly 
burst out on to the South 
Walsham Broad. 

I bet no-one who saw us skimming 
across the expanse of still water, sur¬ 
rounded by lush, green countryside, 
would have guessed that half an 
hour earlier neither of us had been 
in a canoe before - it was easy. 

South Walsham Broad is the only 
private broad among the 120-odd 
miles of waterways that make up 
Norfolk’s biggest tourist draw. 

The Broads are beautiful, and while 
parts are packed with pleasure craft, 
you can easily escape the crowds. 

I was surprised to learn that the 
Broads are man-made. Peat dug for 
heat between the 1100s and 1300s 
filled as sea levels rose and by the 
16th century the navigable Broads 
became a vital part of the county’s 
transport system. 

Norfolk boasts more medieval 
churches per square mile than any¬ 
where else in the world (it also has a 
tradition of village signs too, which 
show the history of the village — 
there are more than 500). 

We stayed in a beautiful cottage in 
the tiny village of New Buckenham, 
300 yards from a Norman castle, 10 
miles south of Norwich, but 
lightyears away from the 21st centu¬ 
ry. 

The village shop, a two-minute 
walk away before breakfast, boasted 
‘Provisions’ on its sign. 
Unfortunately bread wasn’t deliv¬ 


ered until later and there wouldn’t 
be any eggs until tomorrow. 

Just up the road though, outside a 
rambling home, were plenty of eggs 
at 90p a dozen with an honesty box 
alongside. There were even pictures 
of‘the girls’ who’d laid them. 

Much of Norfolk feels like that, 
and there were lots of honesty boxes 
for all manner of local produce. It 
can still make you think you have 
stepped back in time. 

It has no motorways, so accept 
that driving even 20 miles will take 
40 minutes, and enjoy the scenery. 

Better still, dump the car and take 
a bicycle. There are no steep hills 
and there are miles of cycle-ways. 

Norwich, by contrast, is a bustling 
city with shopping to please every¬ 
one, from designer names to market 
stalls and unique shops in intricate 


little Lanes like Brighton. But all 
the time its spectacular cathedral 
and dramatic castle remind you of 
its affluent past. 

Seaside fans will love Great 
Yarmouth, a kiss-me-quick town on 
the east coast with miles of sandy 
beaches. Its pleasure beach provides 
top-notch funfair rides with a dose of 
adrenaline and the wooden roller 
coaster, complete with brake-man in 
the middle, shows thrill rides 
haven’t changed much in 50 years. 

Cromer on the North Norfolk coast 
is far more traditional, and handy 
for the North Norfolk Steam 
Railway from nearby Sheringham - 
10 miles of pure nostalgia. 

After a week I was sorry to leave. 
It is a gentler pace of life with a wel¬ 
come in every pub and restaurant. 

We’ll definitely be back.

YOU don’t need to climb into the 
Leon FR to be seduced. 

Our test car looked superb in what the 
Spanish ‘Auto Emocion’ brand calls ‘Speed 
Blue’ - a £550 option from Seat’s so-called 
custom palette, which looks suspiciously like 
what the trade also used to call ‘base colours’ 
ie the non-metallics. 

But here’s the thing; Seats invariably look 
great in bold colours and people seem happy 
to pay extra to escape the monochromic 
motoring hell that was two decades of silver 
and grey metallic. 

Our car was also shod with 18-inch Orion 
black alloys (£510) making it sure to turn heads. 

It’s not even Seat’s hottest Leon yet the FR 
looks fiery enough with its coupe lines and 
twin-chromed exhausts. 

And you are still being led by the nose as you 
grip the fat leather wheel and note tasteful red 
seat stitching, but then things unravel - the 
rest of the cabin is dull; it is durable, but 
details can feel cheap and the dashboard is 
generally drab. 

It’s a shame, when the Leon cabin is practi¬ 
cal and spacious and the car so entertaining,

using the excellent VW Golf platform and 
well-known VW powertrains, while infused 
with the character of Seat itself. 

The test car was particular fun with a 170PS 
(167bhp) 2.0-litre turbodiesel plus six- 
speed/twin clutch VW DSG gearbox. 

It might sound like a contradiction, but 
this automatic ‘box is the perfect partner for 
a sporting car in the real world; it changes 
itself when you are bogged down in traffic, 
but you can race through the gears yourself 
on a clear road by using Fl-style paddles on 
the wheel. 

It’s even slightly faster than the manual, 
taking eight seconds to reach 62mph, and only 
marginally worse on fuel. 

Providing you use gearbox and chassis 
sensibly, it will average around 50mpg and 
attracts just £125/year in road tax - not bad 
for such a sporting car mixing reassuring grip 
and handling with a decent ride. 

However, to spec up with the bold colour 
and alloys plus that highly attractive gearbox 
you will add £2,310 to the £19,490 of our FR 
CR model - a lot of money when you consider 
that the Leon range starts at a modest 
£13,975.

New-buildstobeless 
of a taxing proposition? 

A CHANGE to tax proposals could mean 
that new-build properties become more 
popular with buyers, according to one 
property expert. 

The Government is considering a high¬ 
er stamp duty tax for homes that are 
poorly insulated. Homes that lose large 
amounts of energy through draughty 
windows and poorly insulated lofts would 
be subject to the higher tax, say experts. 

Reacting to the claims, the founder of 
newhomesforsale.co.uk Vernon Pethard 
said people will be encouraged to buy new 
homes to avoid falling foul of this tax. 

“Threatening an increase in stamp 
duty on older, poorly insulated homes is 
likely to deter people from buying one 
because it’s not always possible to bring 
them up to modem standards,” he said.

Market rise in house prices 
met with some scepticism 


COMMERCIAL property insurance 
customers have been told there is little 
reason to believe the UK commercial 
property market has become overvalued 
as a result of recent price rises. 

Ed Stansfield, property economist, sug¬ 
gested the UK had seen “one of the bigger 
corrections” of all global commercial 
property markets during the downturn 
and, equally, one of the larger recoveries. 

“The bottom line is that there is not a 
lot of evidence to suggest the UK market 
had become overvalued as a result of the 
upswing,” he said. 

Mr Stansfield’s comments follow the 
Global Investment Perspective report by 
HSBC, which claimed the UK remains 
the most attractive commercial property 
market for investors. 

Slight drop in number 
of tenants owing rent 

A FIFTH of private-residential landlords 
have had tenants in rent arrears over 
the last three months, according to new 
research by the National Landlords 
Association. 

During the second quarter of 2010, just 
over 21 per cent of landlords experienced 
rental arrears. This represents an 
improvement on the previous quarter 
when teh figure was at 24.5 per cent. 

Furthermore, the average amount of 
outstanding rent arrears has dropped 
significantly from £978 in the first three 
months to £799 in the second.

The news comes as a welcome relief as 
overall prices have been falling in the last few 
weeks, but Halifax analysts saw a 0.6 per cent 
upswing. 

This news has been greeted with jubilation 
by investors and homeowners. 

But there are still fears the market is 
volatile and has been completely settled. 

The average price increased to £167,425 
from £166,351 and followed falls in the previ¬ 
ous three months, including a 0.6 per cent fall 
in June. The rise beat economists’ forecasts of 
a 0.3 per cent fall in July. 

“The mixed pattern of monthly rises and 
falls over the first seven months of the year is

consistent with a slowing market,” said 
Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax. 

“It is also in line with our view that house 
prices will be broadly unchanged over 2010 as 
a whole.” 

Prices in July were 4.8 per cent higher com¬ 
pared with a year earlier, the same as the 
year-on-year increase in June, but lower than 
the peak of 8.7 per cent in April. 

Since the beginning of this year the average 
UK house price has fallen by £2,059, or 1.2 per 
cent. Prices are 16 per cent below their August 
2007 peak. 

Mr Ellis said that while low interest rates 
and a recovering economy continued to sup¬ 
port the housing market, an increase in the 
number of properties being put on the market 


- boosted by the coalition Government’s abo¬ 
lition of Home Information Packs (HIPs) - had 
relieved some of the supply constraint which 
drove prices up in 2009. 

However other experts have issued warnings. 

Paul Diggle, property economist at Capital 
Economics said that monthly house prices 
were volatile and would continue to be so in 
the short term. 

He said July’s increase did not change the 
likelihood that prices are set for a period of 
“considerable weakness” in the remainder of 
this year and into 2011. 

“The weakness in buyer activity, signs that 
credit conditions may be tightening again, the 
possibility of renewed weakness in the labour 
market in the next year, and the hit on house¬ 
hold incomes that the fiscal squeeze will bring 
over the next few years, will all weigh on house 
prices,” Mr Diggle said. 


Buy in right catchment area and your child will reap reward 


PARENTS could be making a 
good investment by paying more 
for a house within the catchment 
area of a good school. 

The additional spending will be 
worth it if the location of a higher

to a particular school, according to 
Mouseprice director Selwyn Lim. 

He advised parents that it is 
also worth considering the life¬ 
time value of such an investment.

on average. It doesn't translate to 
that much money per child per 
year if you divide it.” 


Nationwide reported that parents 
are prepared to pay an extra 4.6 
per cent - £8,670 - for a property 
in a good school catchment area. 

A ten per cent pass rate in Sats 
also adds a 3.3 per cent premium 
to a property in a particular area.

THE PROPOSED takeover of 
Maidstone United could be delayed 
by up two weeks while club direc¬ 
tors respond to a buy-out solution 
offered by Lashings World XI 
owner David Folb. 

Folb and his representatives have held sev¬ 
eral discussions with the Stones in regards to 
a takeover and put forward a solution as to 
how it could move forward last Friday. 

It is understood Maidstone chairman Paul 
Bowden-Brown has responded to the solution 
proposed, but fellow directors Bill Williams 
and Oliver Ash are away on holiday and are 
yet to respond formally. 

Former Stone Glenn Aitken has been 
charged with representing Folb and despite 
talks between the two clubs being positive, he 
believes progress towards a takeover could be 
halted by up to two weeks. Aitken has already 
contacted Ash, who is in America and the pair 
have engaged in preliminary talks. 

Aitken said: “We’ve made contact about a 
way to progress to making an offer. We haven’t 
made a formal offer but we have made it a lit¬ 


tle clearer how we assess the current situa¬ 
tion. I have had a reply from Paul Bowden- 
Brown which is polite and formal, but he has¬ 
n’t really moved it forward. 

“He has agreed to talk to his directors but 
they are all on holiday. The whole situation 
regarding the takeover depends on what 
happens to the debts at the club. 

“I haven’t put a deadline on this and Paul 
hasn’t. My understanding was that an early 
deal would be ideal for both parties, but the 


response suggests that nothing might happen 
for at least a couple of weeks. These people can 
be contacted by phone so I’m going to ask Paul 
if he can try and resolve some of the issues. 

“I will talk to him again and try and express 
the urgency. Myself and David Folb are still 
enthusiastic regarding the potential we could 
bring. There is no doubt we could manage it in 
a positive way, but if the cost of ownership is 
too high then it will just delay everything we 
can do.”
